She was 
discharging a cargo at Fort de France 
on Tuesday when the city was menac- 
ed by the renewed outbreak of Mont 
Pelee. The ship was- in great danger 
of the tidal wave which accompanied 
the land disturbance. The Helga will 
discharge the rest of her cargo here. 
In an interview Captain Braastad of 
the Helga said: 


"It was 6 o'clock Tuesday morning 


when a tidal wave parted the Helga's 
hawsers and the steamer went adrift, 
but was brought to anchor quickly. 
The heavy fall of volcanic matter com- 
pelled to crew to seek shelter, and the 
tidal waves recurred rapidly, causing 
great danger."

turning to the house about 7 o'clock 
last night. The husband chlded his 
wife about going out with Duncan, and 
Duncan took a hand In the controversy 
between husband and wife, interfering 
to such an extent as to' tell Pangelly 
that It was none of his business. A 
fight ensued between the men, end- 
Ing In Pangelly going to the kitchen, 
where he procured a carving knife, 
with which he returned to where Dun- 
can stood. He wielded his blade with 
terrible effect, slashing Duncan over 
the left shoulder, on the head, and cut 
his left hand in a horrible manner. The 
palm is literally cut to shreds, every 
tendon being severed. The right hand 
was cut in a similar manner, but not 
so thoroughly. When first brought to 
the hospital Mr. Eckhardt thought the 
man would not live long. He was put 
under anaesthetics and the wounds 
were closed as far as practicable. 


As soon as Mr. Chillingworth ascer- 


tained who the knife wielder _was, he 
went to the Pangelly house.

! men's chapel, several churches, day and 
boarding schools, and a seminary for 
young men, are evidences of a, pros- 
perous community. The ships took the 
attention of most of the people. Every 
vessel was allowed to sell or barter to 
the extent of $200 free of duty. Eng- 
lish, American -and Mexican money 
passed current, the Mexican dollars of- 
ten being at a premium when a ship- 
ment of coin to China was intended. 
There was a dearth of the smaller de- 
nominations and private copper issues 
were common. The expedient of chis- 
eling silver quarters into halves was 
tried until the wily Chinamen took to 
shaving off the straight edges, thus 
making the bits more nearly thirds of 
quarters than halves. Provision ships 
brought cargoes 
from 
the Atlantic 


States; stocked Lahaina's three ship 
chandleries and her general merchan- 
dise stores; to some extent sold to the 
Chinese shops, which existed in the 
place long before the era of coolie la- 
bor; and supplied what foreign liquor 
was consumed—not openly, however, 
for Lahaina was nominally a prohibi- 
tion town. Whale oil In barrels from 
the various whaling ships made up the 
return cargoes. 


Every native kuleana, excepting such 


parts as were under cultivation for taro 
for home consumption, was farmed 
with a view to supplying the needs of 
the whalers. Sweet potatoes, vegeta- 
bles of all kinds, bananas and chickens 
all found a ready market and were 
raised in great quantities. While Lanal 
today meets the local demand for 
watermelons, Lahaina had among the 
whalers an enviable reputation for the 
melons grown here. 


A considerable source of revenue to 


the crown was the supplying of water 
to the vessels. An arm of the Lahalna- 
luna stieam was diverted Into a small 
stone reservoir on what are now the 
MrCann premises, and two pumps were 
kept busy there raising water to ftl 
the casks These were towed ashore In

OUR LEGAL HOLIDAYS. 


Is Memorial Day a legal holiday in 


the Territory of Hawaii? This ques- 
tion was raised yesterday in a general 
discussion in the Circuit Court room 
after the jury in the Hall case had 
been sent out. If it was a legal holi- 
day, then yesterday's proceedings of 
the court would be illegal, but it is 
generally conceded that May 30th is 
not a legal holiday within the meaning 
of either the United States or Hawaii- 
an statutes. 


The public buildings were closed for 


the afternoon and the United States 
Court did not open at all, while none 
of the Federal offices in the city were 
opened for business. 
The discussion 


brought forth the fact that there are 
no National holidays, strictly speak- 
ing, in the sense of a. general statute 
passed by Congress, though Thanks- 
Siving Day is celebrated as a legal 
holiday by the proclamation 
of 
the 


President. 'Fourth of July, Christmas 
Day. and other similar holidays are 
not National holidays, though they are 
legal holidays In nearly every State 
and Territory in the Union by legisla- 
tive enactment 


There is a statute, however, making 


these holidays legal ones in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, and by some it was 
thought that this statute extended to 
the Territories, though it could not be 
found in the statute books. 
However, 


the statute would not apply to Hawaii, 
v.-hich was admitted as a Territory aft- 
er the passage of the law. The statute 
does, however, make provision for all 
employes in the service of the United 
States, and they are allowed a holiday- 
on thes',' occasions without loss of their 
per diem.

HONORS TO ROCHAMBEAU. 


The statue to 
General 
Count de 


Rochambfr.au, which has been erected 
at Washington, is a tardy acknowledg- 
ment of the really distinguished aid 
given by that French officer 
to the 


cause of American independence. It is 
the habit of our historians, especially 
our school historians, to lay little stress 
upon the French alliance during the 
revolutionary war, yet it was the hinge 
upon which the door of American mil- 
itary success finally turned. A French 
•fleet drove a British fleet away from 
Yorktown and then completed the ma- 
rine investment of the 
town; 
while 


Rochambeau's army 
occupied 
more 


than half the siege line that hemmed 
the enemy in on the land side. What 
counted for almost as much more was 
the splendid military equipment the 
French brought for the ragged and 
half-armed Americans. Washington's 
army was put in good fighting, trim 
by Rochambeau, who, out of the'$280,- 
000,000 spent by the French in aiding 
the American 
cause, was given in 


charge a large sum in gold and a vast 
amount of material of war.

time. Washington's men had not been 
paid for months and many of them, 
knowing that their families were in

tles In the Land Office in Hono- 
lulu this week the members of 


the Wahiawa colony will have demon- 
strated that small farming is a success 
In Hawaii. Land Commissioner Boyd 
has Just returned from a visit to the 
Wahiawa colony, securing evidence In 
support of the resident requirement of 
thO Hawaiian land laws, and this -week 
the California farmers will come to 
town to prove tfcelr compliance with 
the remainder of the requirements and 
conditions imposed byJ the homestead 
law. 
Land Commissioner .Boyd waa great- 


ly wirprified at the progress already 
shown e>t fhe Wahiawa colony and at 
the evident intention of the home- 
steaders to become permanent resi- 
dents of the Territory. The members 
of the little colony are now-planning 
the establishment of a cannery for 
their pineapple product, and the next 
crop of that fruit will be put ap right 
at the colony for shipment to Califor- 
nia and Eastern' cities. 
The green 


frnft is now being marketed In Cali- 
fornia, and the factory will save the 
farmers a considerable amount in the 
way of freights, iwhlch is an expen- 
sive proposition from Honolulu to the 
Coast. 


"My visit to Wahiawa was, made In 


accordance with the homestead law, 
which says the Land Commissioner 
moat be satisfied that the homestead- 
ers have an actual residence upon the 
Government land before they can be 
given a deed to it," said Mr. Boyd. 
"This condition they have fully com- 
plied with in every way. and there is 
no doubt in my mind that these people 
intend to make their permanent homes 
upon the land. The homesteaders in- 
tend to come in this week and give 
evidence to show that they have ful- 
filled all the requirements of the law 


"I fully satisfied myself that they 


had complied with all the conditions 
as to improvements, cultivation of 
crops, etc. This they did, too, in the 
face of the greatest obstacles. Failure 
did not dishearten them and 
they 


fought on where others gave up in de- 
spair, and they are certainly entitled 10 
all credit for demonstrating that small 
farming is a success in the Territory

waii. 
Some time ago the blight waa 


reported to be doing considerable dam- 
age on Maul, but this la the first time 
that it has been reported to Director 
Jared Smith from Hawaii. The same 
remedies which are now being experi- 
mented with on Maul will be sent~to 
Judge Atkins of the Balanona farm In 
North Kohala, where the potatoes are 
suffering from the blight. 


Judge Atkins writes concerning his 


trouble: 
"I send by parcel post a 


package containing potato tops. In or- 
der that you may Investigate If possi- 
ble the reason for the potatoes turn- 
ing black before they are half ma- 
tured. 


"The leaves turn black in spots at 


first, then all the leaves turn the same 
-color, and the stalk dies before the 
potato is more than half matured. We 
used to raise the best potatoes on the 
Islands in the Kohala district, but for 
the last three years our crops have 
been an entire failure. 
I used fresh 


seed from California these last two 
years, but it turned out Just the same. 
To all appearances the potatoes look 
as if the black frost had struck them, 
only that the-whole field turns black at 
the same time. The frost generally be- 
gins at one end of the field and in 
about a week or ten days will grad-. 
ually cover the entire field."

Assistant Director Sedgwlrk has tak- 


en up the matter and will attempt to 
secure some remedy for the disease. 
Experiments are now being conducted 
in the Kula district on Maul, and as 
a result of these Investigations some 
remedy for the "black frost" may be 
discovered.

ITH one holiday and another day on which there were no transaction* 
the week's record for the Stock Exchange has been of the very light-

will be a constant supply at rates which are low enough to guarantee the 
shaving of the price now paid for coal.

REAL ESTATE. 


The real estate market seems to be confined principally to' inquiry at the 


present time, with the suburbs holding their own. There has been some.de- 
mand in sight for Kalmuki, since the roseate reports as to the prospects for 
an extension of the Rapid Transit out to the top of the hill. The holders of 
the property in that subdivision have been willingly subscribing to the fund 
which is now above $25,000. The agents who are canvassing for the fund 
are confident that they will be able to secure the necessary $40,000, and that 
they will thus Insure the extension of the line. 
The talk of the purchase of a large tract on the main road to Walalae 


for the use of the Hawaiian Board's schools has acted as a steadying in- 
fluence, too, arid there has been talk of sending other semi-public Institutions 
to the suburbs. The Palolo and adjacent tracts have had numerous In- 
quiries owing to the same influences, and there seems to be a prospect for 
some building to the east before the summer is older. 


The actual commencement of work on the Walklki extension of the Rapid 


Transit line came too late in the week for it to have any effect 
upon the 


market for real estate in that portion of the city, but the two companies 
having tracts out King street, the Pawaa tract and the tract at the Sheri- 
dan road, are making ready to take advantage of the coming of the electric 
cars within the district affecting their tracts.

Following the weakness noted at the 


close of last week's review. Muscovados 
have been sold at %c reduction, 
the 


supply of these sugars on the market 
being larger than the demand, while for 
Centrifugals the quotation has remain- 
ed nominally unchanged at 3%c for 96 
degree test basis, but l-16c less than 
this quotation would have to be taken 
on spot The European markets have 
come into a very quiet state, the fluc- 
tuations for the week being only %d 
up and down. This condition in Europe 
is simply because the contract account 
for May having been disposed of, op- 
erators have became apathetic, but are, 
at the same time, watching closely ev- 
ery feature and circumstance likely to 
have a bearing on the future of the 
market. Buyers and sellers here, on 
the contrary, are entirely indifferent to 
pi availing conditions or what 
may 


transpire because their anxiety regard- 
ing the Cuban situation so long drawn 
out has finally developed into a feeling 
of indifference as to whatever the out- 
come may be. Congress is making ab- 
solutely no progress and, in the njean- 
timo, Cuban planters are parting with 
more and more of their crops and have 
daily less on hard to receive benefits 
from. The situation is discouraging in 
the extreme. Sales were made yester- 
day of Demerara Centrifugals for June 
shipment, basia of 3%c for 96 degrees 
t«>st.

time are the sowings of the beet crop 
and the open question of a concession 
in duties to the Cuban planters, a§ well 
as the uncertainty attending the con- 
firmation by the several European gov- 
ernments of the decision of the Brus- 
sels Conference. 
All these are very 


important matters likely to cause more 
or less disturbance in the sugar mar- 
kets of the world, during the coming 
months.

schools for the various islands.

The present prospect Js, that there 


will be very soon a withdrawal of all; 
the forces of the American bpard from 
the stations In Micronesia;, This will 
be due to the fact that the difficulties 
of travel make It wiser to have the 
stations under control of the boards 
of the nations which hold the sover- 
eignty of the islands. This IB found 
to be the greatest trouble, but the 
dangers of travel and the difficulty of 
keeping in touch with the island sta- 
tions by sailing ship enter the equa- 
tion. The old Morning Star, with aux- 
iliary steam power, was able to beat 
about among-the various,small islands, 
but the Carrie and Annie, which suc- 
ceeded the steamer, having only'sails, 
has found it very hard -work to get 
about, owing to the fact that the Gil- 
bert Islands lie In the doldrums and 
there is often three weeks 'spent In 
beating from one island to another al- 
most in sight. 
In addition the last 


ship was too small for the carriage 
of some of the passenger lists, as for 
instance 
when the scholars of the 


training school wanted to, get back to 
their homes or were being sent to new 
stations to teach. 


The plans which are now being dis- 


cusseM are the 
taking- over by the 


Protestant Mission Boards of England 
and Germany of the missions respect- 
ively in the Gilbert and the Marshall 
Islands. With the latter would go the 
few stations in the Eastern Carolines, 
which islands also belong to Germany. 
The most serious local condition lies 
ir the fact that the government of 
Germany Insists that there shall be no 
language taught in the schools, If the 
teachers expect official recognition and 
aid, which takes precedence over Ger- 
man. The English may be taught but 
there must be Just as many hours giv- 
en to the German. This course of the 
government is the natural one and 
brings up the point which was met by 
the American board when it had to 
surrender its missions in the Mar- 
quesas, after fifty years of service. The 
French insisted upen the teaching of 
the language of the official power, and 
therefore the missions were transfer- 
red to the Protestant Mission Board of 
France. It is interesting to note that 
one of the .Protestant workers in the 
Marquesas at Pepeitl, is a Hawaiian, 
Kamualoha, who has spent fifty years 
in the service there. 


Should the 
German 
and 
English 


boards take over the missions the ques- 
tion of travel will be reduced to a mat- 
ter of the governmental mail arrd ser- 
vice steamers. 
These ply constantly 


about among the islands and the mis- 
sionaries would have no trouble in get- 
ting to their work and from their sta- 
tions at certain set times. There would 
be liberated for other fields quite a 
number of workers in the event of the 
change being effected, and it is under- 
stood that the board would send its 
missionaries right into the Philippines 
once they were released from service 
in the Marshall, Gilbert and Caroline 
Islands. The point which would be at- 
tacked would be the Island of Minda- 
nao, 
leaving the Island of Luzon for 


the other boards, which are now in 
there with their workers. 
The Mo- 


hammedans of the south will offer the 
field for the work of the American 
board. 


The most important change, perhaps, 


will be the closing, or at least the min- 
imizing of the importance, of the school 
at Kusaie. There are now both girls' 
and men's schools there for the tram- 
ing of teachers. The students are of 
Gilbert, Marshall and Caroline Islands 
and each speaks a different island dia- 
lect or language. 
There are several 


teachers there now, but It is hardlj 
rkely the school* will be maintained as 
at present if separate boards take over 
the control.

The calamity which has just overtaken 


two islands of the Windward group in tha 
Antilles will unquestionably lead to a fresh 
discussion of the causes of volcanic dis- 
turbances. All of the phenomena Involv- 
ed therein are not yet fully understood. 
an' conceT'ng some of them mere ara 
perceptible differences of opinion among 
experts. On at least one point, however, 
there is general agreement. 
At a depth 


of about thirty miles the internal heat 
of the earth is probably great, enough to 
melt every known substance. 
Cc-ncne- 


merit may keep in a rigid londltion the 
material which lies beneath 
the 
solid 
crust, but if an avenue of escape >s onco 
opened the stuff would softan and ooze 
upward. There is a growing tendency, 
moreover, to recognize the importance of 
gravitation in producting eruptions. The 
weight of several miles of rock is almost 
inconceivable, and it certainly ought to 
compel "potentially plastic" matter to rise 
through any crevice that might be newly 
formed. Russell, Gilbert and some other 
authorities regard this as the chief me- 
chanical agent in an eruption at least 
when there is a considerable outpouring 
of lava. 


As to the extent to which water oper- 


ates there is some lack of harmony 
among vulcanists. Shaler, Milne and oth- 
ers hold that substance 
largely, if not 


entirely responsible for the trouble. They 
point to the fact that manv volcanoes 
are situated near the sea coast of con- 
tinents or on islands, where leakage from 
the ocean may possibly occur. Russell, 
on the other band, regards water not as 
the initial factor, but as an occasional. 
though important, 
reinforcement. 
He 


suspects that when the molten rock has 
risen to a considerable distance it encoun- 
ters that fluid, perhaps In a succession 
of pockets, and that steam is then sud- 
denly generated 
The explosive effects 


which ensue are of two kinds 
By the 


expansion of the moisture which some 
of the lava contains the latter is reduced 
to a state of powder, and thus originate 
the enormous clouds of fine dust which 
are ejected. 
Shocks of greater or less 


violence are also produced. 
The less se- 


vere ones no doubt sound like the dis- 
charge of artillery, and give rise to trem- 
ors in the immediate vicinity. 
In ex- 


treme cases enough force is developed 
to rend tun walls of the volcano Itself. 


, Russell attributes the blowing up of Kra- 
katoa to steam. 
The culminating episode 


I of the Pelee eruption last week, though 
not resulting so disastrously to the moun- 
tain, would seem to be due to the same 
immediate cause. 
To this particular ex- 


plosion. too. It seems safe to assign the 
upheaval which excited a tidal wave. 


The precise manner in which the plastlr
